No. 14 of Part I and S. No. 9 of Part II of Annexure I of Appendix 23 
of the Import Trade Control Policy Book for April, 1963—March. 1984, as amend¬ 
ed vide Public Notice No. 64-ITC (PN)763, dated the 22nd June, 1963. 

2. The Export Promotion Scheme of tanned hides and skins, finished leather, 
footwear, travel goods and other lcathc r <-nods etc., has been reviewed further. 
It has now been decided that against *he existing entry of S. No. 14 of Part I, 
Annexure I to Appendix 23, a new entry may be substituted as per Annexure I 
to this Public Notice. 

3. Item 9 of Part II of Annexure I of Appendix 23 which was deleted vide 
Public Notice No. 64-ITC (PN) /63, dated the 22nd June, 1963, is now substituted 
by the items detailed in Annexure II to this Public Notice. 

4. The above amendments will apply in respect of exports made on or after the 
1st June, 1963. All other provisions of the Special Export Promotion Scheme as 
notified from time to time will remain unchanged.
